This is the final response to your July 24, 2019 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration (FDA), Center for Tobacco Products (CTP). You requested all 
records reflecting communications between Food and Drug Administration (FDA) Center for 
Tobacco Products (CTP) officials and any employee or representative of Ballard Partners.
